The Sampson Genealogy by John Adams Vinton, publish- 
ed in 1564, states that the math Sampson who married 
John lullerton of i eld_was born bec. 22, 
daughter of Georze© (Abrahnam-), “and that is all he has 
to say about them. it is well known that this senealo- 
gy contains many serious errors, and that these errors 
have been repeated by later writers who have ne;zlected 
to maxe furti.er research. the late George Ernest Bow- 
nan Called attenticn to several of these errors and 

rinted his corrections with proof in The Mayflower 
Lescendaant. 

Had lire Vinton searched for the children of John and 
nuth Fullerton in the Marshfield records, he would have 
seen the impcessibility of his statement. He would have 
founda seven children recorded to them, the seventh

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We are handicapped at tne start by the deficien 

the vital records of Marshfield and Duxbury, as well as 
of rlymouth Colony. Both the Abraham and Henry Sa.pson 
families lived in Duxbury. Some of Henry's scons moved 
to Dartmouth, Mass.3; two at least remained in Duxbury 
and had families. Two of Abraham's sons removed early 
tc Flyiupton and haa chilcren living in as 
well; while some of his family remained in wuxbury. 

in the Mayflower Lescendant (5: 231), Mr. Eowman 
states: "The earliest entries of births, marria; 
deaths in the records of Duxbury are found in a 
book which is now labelled 'General Records Vates 
cluded 1645-1749 Town of buxbury.' The first page of 
this book is not numbered and seems to have been a sub- 
stitute for a copy book at one time. On the unnumbered 
page there are eight entries and pare 1 berins with the

We have no authentic records of the 
dred years of the Duxbury Church to help us in our 
In fact, the early records of Duxbury prior to 1666 
were destroyed by fire, and as Ar. Vinton states in his 
genealogy, "the unsatisfactor yy manner in which for the 
most part the early records have since been kept, ren- 
Gers the task of trying to construct a full] an lear 
genealogy difficult. The compiler has never confronted 
so many difficulties in any undertaking of th nature. 
Many years are missin,» in the births, and marria es and 
tie death reccrds are ver: mearcre." 

As for the lharshfield Vital itecords, .e first vole 
ume is in a very dilapidated condition. his hoc 
tains records of Town Meetings, births, 
Geaths. ‘Sometimes no marriares are recorded fc 
three consecutive years, and from 1/UVe2 to 1709 
a ceficiency of over six years. ! any are tern c¢ 
lerible and scattered through the book. These vital 
recci'ds, as well as the Church iiecords of lurshfie 
were published by i.r. Sowman in Lhe layflower vescen- 
dant. 
arshfield Vital Records (original, 2:147): "John 
ffullerton of Marshfield and Ruth Sanson of cuxbury 
were married 13th day October 1720." 

This probably is the only reccra 
Ruth Sampson, witi the exception of 
tisms of scme of her children.

The will of Henry) Sampson cf 
he died, Dec. 24, 1054, names all his children: sons 
John, James, Ltephen and Caleb. His sons John, James 
ana Stephen each received a third of his Dartmouth 
lands, w ile the yo: ngest son, Caleb, like the daugh- 
ters, received only a shilling. The reason is not cer- 
tain, but presumably the daughters had received their 
portions at marriage, arc Calet ay have had the Dux- 
bury homestead by deed. 

John© died in Dartmouth unmarricd. He had conveyed 
all the property rights bequeatned to him by nis father 
in vartmouth, to his brother Janes [Dristol County 
Deeds, 3244.0,. This was on tay 31, 1702, anc in this 
deed he was calied "Single man." In return, Janes 
bounG himself and his heirs to provide fcr Jchn for 
life. Janes© of vLartmouth died in 1715 and his will 
makes no provision for his bretner John, so it seems 
lixely tnat Jchn had ciec before t.iat cate. 

James© in his will dated Jan. 10, 1/15, proved July 
(, 1715 [Dristol Frobate, 3241.7), names all his chil- 
dren: three sons, anc daughters Anna Smith, lIenelope 
Sa:pson, wife of Atrzham, Susanrah Hilman, and fFriscile- 
la Ilammond; there is alsc a recci;t of heirs Libic., 
3.40). His sons were all married too late to be the 
faticr of Ruth (Saipson) wullerton.

Hence she was granddaughter of John and Fris- 
cilla alden as well as of Capt. Myles Standish. There 
is no reccrd of Mercy's death, but she was living May 
17, 1722, when she witnessed a deed with Caleb [}lym- 
outh Deeds, 16:122). She died before Jan. 30, 1728/9, 
the date on which Caleb married Rebecca Standfore [Dux- 
ury V.R.j;, probably widcew_of Robert Standford, and if 
a daughter of Benjamine Bartlett. She died Dec.ll, 
[Duxbury V.R.j. Mercy, the first wife, must, from 
Known cates, have been mother of all the children. 
There is no record of Caleb's death, but it was most 
lixely a few years after two deeds were ackncwledred by 
him in 1744, the seconc of which was recorded Sept. 20, 
1741, [Flymouth Leeds, 36:163; 37:5].

appears of record concerning Caleb and his 
family that it has been difficult to ascertain how many 
children he had, but there can be no doubt as to the 
sons named below, who are proved by deeds. The daursh- 
ters are more difficult to identify, since only one is 
naned in a deed: Sarah; and she was named only because 
she was in some way incapacitated. The other daughters 
undoubtedly received their portions at marriacve. Rachel 
is the only daugiter whose birth was recorded, and the 
year date is missing. ,rhree more daughters, Lora, Je- 
rusha and Ruth, are indicated by marriage records in 
Duxbury and Marshfie la since no other son of Henry 
could have deen their father, and a careful study of 
probate and land records seems to eliminate them as 
possible members of the fanily of Abraham 
Althouch there is no deed in which they are mention- 
nd no proof cf their parentage in the vital rec- 
ords, yet there is tantial evidence of a circum- 
stantial nature to show he hey were daughters of Ca- 
leb and Mercy. all three of them named their first 
daughter Mercy, for their mother. That would be hard 
to explain as mere coincidence, when the reason is so 
apparent. None of Caleb's children named a child Caleb 
and the name does not appear in later generations. 
Lora and Rachel married brothers, Benjamin and Moses 
Simmons, who were their second cousins, all being great- 
grandchildren of John and Priscilla Alden. When Mercy

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Simnons, mother of Benjamin and Moses, made her will, 
we find John Fullerton and Philip Delano acting as wit- 
nesses, despite the fact that John Fullerton lived in 
Marshfield while Mrs. Simmons lived in Duxbury. This 
is not a coincidence either, for John Fullerton as hus- 
band of Ruth Sampson would be a brother-in-law of the 
sons o. lMirs. Simmons, while Ruth's mother was a first 
cousin of Mrs. Simmons. Furthermore, John Fullerton 
and John3 Alden acted as sureties for the administra- 
tors of the estate of Dr. Benoni Delano, who was crand- 
son of John and rriscilla Alden and therefore a first 
cousin of Mercy (Standisin) Sampson, mother-in-law of 
Jonn rullerton. 

Thus, in addition to eliminatins other possible par- 
enta-e for Ruth Sanpson, we have shown by the above as- 
sociations also that Ruth shoulda be placed as a daugh- 
ter of Caleb and llercy (Standish) Sampson. In explana- 
tion of these associations, we cannot find a connection 
with the Alden, Delano and Simmons families for Ruth 
Sampson among any of the other Sampsons.

A study of the Alden and Standish families plainly 
indicates for wnom most of these children were named: 
Lavid for David Alden, his mother's uncle; Lora for her 
maternal aunt, Lora Standish; Sarah fcr her rnaternal 
aunt, Sarah Standish, as well as for her maternal grand 
rother, Sarah (Alden) Standish; Ruth for Ruth (Alden) 
Bass, her mother's aunt. 

Duxbury Town Grants show that Caleb Sampson, Sr., 
and Samuel Delano, a cousin or Caleb's wife Nercy, were 
each granted 30 acres on the nortn of Green Harbor 
tract. lt is well to keep this in mind, for this tract 
was alon: the boundary line of Marshfield and near the 
home of the wanslows at Green Harbor on the Marshfield 
side, tre estate known as "Careswell." For it was here 
that John fullerton lived in the employ of the Winslows, 
probably as a farmer, since he is called "husbandman." 

John© Fullerton was born in Boston, Sept. 30, 1096, 
son of Alexander Fullerton and his first wife Mary. iie 
xnow nothing of the English origin of Alexander, the 
date of his arrival in New England, or the parentage of 
his wife Mary. at least eignt children were recorded 
to him in Boston, a second marriage, and possibly a 
third and fourth. 

Tne first record we have of John Fullerton in Marsn- 
field is tnat of his marriarce, Oct. 13, 1/20, to Ruth

campson of vuxbury. At that time he was 24 years old. 
tle owned no property, and left no estate, not even a 
personal estate, to be administered. This makes it 
very difficult to obtain complete information about him 
ana his family. However, seven children were recorded 
at iarsntield, some entries are found in the church 
records there, and the approximate date of birth of an- 
other daushter is provided by her aze at death. John 
illerton ana his wife were taken into the church,

Of the above chilaren, it seems likely that Mercy 
was named for her grandmother, Mercy (Standish) Samp- 
son; Mary for her paternal grandmother, Mary Fullerton; 
silliam t'or William Fullerton, brother of John2; Ann 
for her father's sister, Ann Fullerton, and perhaps al- 
sco for her mother's grandmother, Ann (Flummer) Sampson, 
wife of Henryl; and Alithea was named for the minister's 
daighter, Alithea Robinson. Deborah was named for her 
cousin, Leboraht:i Sampson (Benjamin, Stephen“), born 
1720, who on Aug. 5, 1742 married the next minister in 
Duxbury, Rev. Samuel Veazie. ‘This was the very year 
vectorah l*ullerton was born. 

Ruth Fullerton, wife of John, died about 1745, and 
he married second, Apr. 17, 1746, Rebeccat Delano, born 
Oct. 17, 1720 (Luxbury V.R.), daughter of Joseph3 Dela- 
no, a cousin of his first wife, and another sreat-grand- 
daughter of John and Friscilla Alden. Che was twenty- 
two years his junior, and about the age of his eldest 
daughter. No record of her death has been found, nor 
of that of John Fullerton. However, from the Boston 
Evening Post, April 20, 1767: "About a month since was 
born at General Winslow's Farm a daughter of John Ful- 
lerton whose age is 73 and his wife's 47, the child be- 
ing his 17th. He has had 2 daughters that are grand- 
mothers, the one has had 2 rrandchildren and the cther 
33; the last mentioned was present at the birth of her 
sister. Mr. Fullerton has had 50 ¢rand and creat-grand- 
children, forty of which are now living." 

lt is difficult to determine how many of the seven- 
teen children born to John iullerton belonged to the 
first wife, Ruth (Sampson), but we have found at least

in The American Genealogist for July 1950, the writ- 
er contributed a paper enti tied ," Some Notes upon the 
Origin of the House of Brabant," in which was given 
some eviaence from Dr. Knetsch's Das Haus Brabant (1919) 
as to the ancestry of Count Giselbert, the "stammvater" 
of the Regniers, whose wife was undoubtedly a daughter 
of’ the imperor Lothare (cf. Brandenburg's Die Nachkom- 
men Karls des Grossen). 

In 1925 the Abbé Chaume, in his remarkable book, Les 
origins cu duch6 de Dourgogne, deals with the ancestry 
of Count siselbert and differs in some respects with the 
conclusions of br. Knetsch. This illustrates the dif- 
ficulties of pre-feudal genealogy, before the beneficia 
became hereditary fiefs, where the repetition of cer- 
tain nanes, rather than the descent of lands, has to be 
one's chief source of evidence. 

Chaume makes Count ltegnier of Hainault, who died in 
915/6, the grandson, rather than the son, of Count Gis- 
elbert, and maxes him the son of another Count Regnier, 
who occurs 877-388. He gives Count Regnier of Hainault 
no brother Albert, but a brother Sigard (393-920),Count 
of Luihgau, Hainault and Hesbaye. Ee also makes Albre- 
da, wife of Count Rerenier of Hainault, a second wife 
and gives him as a first wife Hersent, daughter of 
Charles the Bald. Then he makes Regnier 11 son of the 
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first wife and Duke Giselbert of Lorraine the child of 

Albreda. He also gives to Count Ciselbert, who married 
the daughter of the Emperor Lothare, besides Count Keg- 
nier, a son Count Giselbert ot Condroz (877-385) and a 

son Mainer (?Count of Condroz), 874, and says that the 

daughter of the Emperor Lothare, who married Count Gis- 
elbert, was named Helletrude. 

it may be suggested that Chaume has split one neg- 
nier, Count of Hainault, into two pecple, and that Dr. 
nnetsch and Frof. Brandenburg are right in giving but 
one Count Regnier, son of Count Giselbert. With re- 
spect te Albert, given by Dr. Knetsch as a brother of 
Count Regnier 1, who is stated to have been a Count in 
the Southern Ardennes between 928 and 2 July 936, it 
would seem that chronolosy makes it somewhat unlikely 
that he was a son of Count Giselbert, 816-863. 

There can be but little doubt that the account of 
Giselbert, husband of Lothare's daughter, and his im- 
mediate descendants, as given by Frof. Brandenburg and 
br. Knetsch, is the more correct and that there was 
only one Regnier at this point in the pedigree. It may 
well be, however, that Count Regnier, as stated by Abbé 
Chaume, did have, before he married Albreda, a first 
wife, daughter of the Emperor Charles the Bald, and 
that she was the mother of Regnier II. 

we now turn to the question of the ancestry of Count 
Giselbert, the "Stammvater" of the Reeniers. According 
to Abbé Chaume, he was probably the son of a certain 
Giselbert, Count in the Maasgau 839-842, who probably 
married a sister of Count Echard of Hesbaye. He sug- 
gests that this Giselbert was the son of a Count Gain- 
froi (795) by Theidlindis, daughter of Aubri II, Count 
of Blois, whose father Aubri I was the son of Adela, 
daughter of the Merovingian King Dagobert II. This 
Gainfroi was probably the son of a Count Mainier of 
Sens, Luke in Austria 791-796, and "Arcarius Falatii" 
in 796, who died in 800. It is further suggested that 
the race may descend from that Ragnacharius mentioned 
by Gregory of Tours as ting of Cambrai and a kinsman of 
Clovis. Chaume's conclusions are founded upon certain 
charters in the Abbey of Frum and upon certain passages 
from the Vita Sanctorum. According to his pedigree, 
Count Gainfroi had as brothers Regnier, Count of the 
Falace and Missus dominicus in Austrasia 806, who died 
in 817, and a Count Giselbert who occurs in 31) and had 
a son Regnier, 340-353, who was Count of Mempiscus and 
Abbé cf Turnhout. 

Chaume's pedigree of the early ancestors of the 
house is given at the top of the next page, and some 
further comment is in order. 

By comparing this pedigree with the descent sugges- 
ted by Dr. Knetsch, it would seem that the Abbé Chaume 
has also split Count Giselbert, who married the daugh-

it would further seem reasonably sure that the later 
Reeniers descended from Aubri II of Blois. In support 
of this it should be noted that the name Sighard (Sige- 
hardus), which was civen by the Regniers to at least 
one, if not two, of their cadets, is eviuence that they 
were affiliated with the family of the Counts of Blois, 
wnere the name occurs. cCne of these, Sighard, Count of 
the Creichrau, was a srandson of Count Aubri II of 
Blois (Traditiones Wizenburgenses, no. 193).

For some years the writer has been an advocate of 
the use of Court Reports in genealozical research, and 
in an effort to win converts to this source of genealo- 
Sy wrote an article on the subject which appeared in 
The American Genealogist (Volume 18, pp. 100-103). 

This article endeavors to set forth the fundamentals of 
finding genealocy hidden amongst the case law that has 
been filling up the law libraries of the country since 
colonial times. 

For the researcher who may not be familiar with this 
source, court reports are the printed decisions of 
courts of appeal appearing in book form. Unfortunately 
for the genealogist, their purpose is precedent and not 
pedigrees. For that reason only plaintiffs and defend- 
ants are indexed. In the event you are not skilled in 
lesal research and wish to utilize these unindexed le- 
gal tomes, it is sugsested that you refer to the above 
mentioned article. 

Among; the earliest and most interesting court re- 
ports are those of Jesse iioot of Connecticut, who rose 
from minister to lawyer—assuming that is prorress. I 
micsht add that he later became Chief Justice. 

In briefing these first cases from Root's Reports 
Cases Adjuded in the Superior Court and the Supreme 
Court of srrors [Volume 1, Hartford: Trinted by Hudson 
Goodwin, 1798), I have concentrated on the renealori- 
cal facts. For the law, any curious reader muy refer 
to the report—or to remember my duty to the profession, 
1 should refer you to your lawyer.

vuring my studies concerning the pre-American ances- 
try of several of the settlers from the Netherlands, it 
developed that of those who remained here,* the ones 
having the most distinguished ancestry were the wives 
of three of the settlers, namely, Sophia van Wyckers- 
loot, Sophia van Lodensteyn, and Cornelia van Wesel (N. 
Y¥. Gen. and Biog. Record, 1935:213; 1937:377; 1937230), 
all three of whom belonred to important magistrate fam- 
ilies of the homeland. Another wife of an early set- 
tler, Willemtie Herperts van der Linde, whose husband 
was Claes Jansen van Elslant, the Court Messenger, 
could also boast of prominent connections at home, a 
fact undoubtedly of interest to her many descendants in 
this country—amonge them, the van Deursen family. 

A clue to her antecedents is the fact that she was 
called a niece of the Rev. lierman Anthonides van der 

inde [Dutch Mss.:7]. A genealory of this family was 

put together by Master-of-Law Fieter van Dorp Cornelisz 
in 1720, based on family papers, and was published 
in the Wapenheraut, 1909, p. 322. Additional research 
and information obtained from a descendant of this fam- 
ily (in the female line) in the Netherlands enable me 
to give the following information about the early gen- 
erations. 


1. Henricus van der Linden Reyniersz, living at 
Narderwyk, Frovince of Gelderland, and settled at Naar- 
den after his house was burnt down in 1503. 


2. Antonides van der Linden, secretary of Naarden, 
chorister, praeceptor of the Latin School; married Hen- 
adrika Hermansdr. van Loosdrecht. They both lost their 
lives during the sack of Naarden by the spanish sol- 
Giers in 1572.

This van der Linden fanily "usurped," from olden 
times, the arms of the Dutch baronial family of van 
Lynden, to which they did not belong, namely: Cules a 
cross Or; Crest: out of a coronet a fsreyhound sejant 
Sable, collared, ringed Or. However, the family has 
now used these arms for over two centuries. 

An investiration relative to the ancestry of Claes 
Jansen van Llslant has so far met with no success. The 
fact that his wife came from a family identified with 
the city of Lnkhuizen suggests that he may have belong- 
ed to a van #Hlslant fanily of which a member, 5. van 
tlslant, was a Notary Public at Hoorn, in the immediate 
vicinity of inkhuizen, in the seventeenth century. 

There was in New Netnerland one Jannetje Joris van 
“%lslant who came from the town of Groede in the Prov- 
ince of Zeeland. 

A possible clue is that there was one Claes van Els- 
lant who owned a house at Haarlem, his tenant in 1631

being Willem van Boekenoren whose son Jan settled in

possibility that there was more than one van Elslant 
family, even in the Frovince of North Holland, for we 
have record of two different coats-of-arms used by per- 
sons bearing this surname.

Further material was printed in Volume 49 
of the Register, followed, in 1902, by Farker's Brons- 
don-Box Families, which gives genealogical data, pages 
tO=-59, especially in relation to the Clark connection. 
See also, Titcomb's Early New England People (1882). 
However, some errors do occur in these works. 

In 1726, Christopher becare associated in business 
with Clark, who was one of the richest merchants in the 
Boston of that era, beginning life as a mariner. The 
wife of Clark was also cf a monied family, and of their 
children, besides Sarah: Rebecca married Samuel Wins- 
low, Martha married Thomas Greenough, Robert lived in 
Lunenburg, lass., and Benja:in, married to Susannah 
Humble, succeeded to his father's business, and had no 
issue. The present Lewis \.harf was formerly Clark's 
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Wharf, in Boston. As Sarah died in 1739, she was rep- 
resented in her father's estate in 1/742 by her two Kil- 
by daushters: 

Thomas Hancock, merchant, with Daniel Henchman and 
Benjaiin Pollard, Esqs., all of Boston, was appointed 
guardian to Katharine Kilby, a minor aged about seven 
and daughter of Christopher Kilby, Esq., and granddaugh- 
ter of William Clark, 10 Kar. 1/743. (sarrolk Probate, 
8046.) 

Hancock (who was uncle of Gov. John Hancock) also 
was appointed the guardian, with the same sureties, for 
her sister Sarah Kilby, aged about seven [sicj, the sane 
day. On 13 Dec. 1754, Nathaniel Cunningham, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., merchant, states that whereas Thomas Han- 
cock of Boston, merchant, 10 Mar. 1743 was appointed 
guardian to Sarah Kilby, a minor daughter of Christo- 
pher Kilby, Esq., to manage her estate in rignt of her 
grandfather, William Clark, late of Boston, decd., hath 
settled up all accounts, he therefore releases to said 
Hancock a full receipt, etc.; wit.: Henry Atkins, Abi- 
jah Brown and Nathaniel Glover. [Ibid., 3047.] Wil- 
liam Clark (never "Clarke" in these records) had died 

July [Ibid., 7784. ] 

Christopher, in his turn, became wealthy and promi- 
nent. As Christopher hilby, Jr., he was nade Constable 
of Boston, 8 Mar. 17353; served on a special town com- 
mittee in 1739; was a Representative for Boston, 30 May 
1739 to 23 Mar. 1740; and a member of the firm of nilby, 
Barnard and Parker. [Boston Rec. Comm. 12:128; Mass. 
Acts, 12:506, Mass. Hist. Soc. Ms. Christopher was al- 
so named in the Boston records in 1736, 1737, 1739 and 
1742: Boston Rec. Comm., 15. 

On 10 Dec. 1739, the records mention Mr. Christopher 
iiilby, "who is Gone Agent for the House of Representa- 
tives, to tne Court of Great Britain. [Boston Rec. 
Comme, 12:241.] He acted as Agent in London for the 
Colony fror 1741 to 1755. [Ibid., 12, 14, 17, 19.] In 
1747 he took his two daughters with him to England, 
where the younger died shortly afterward. Before this, 
in April 1746, then of London, he gave 5 cuineas to- 
wards the bells of Christ Church in Boston. (Necister, 
58:70.] The Pepperell Papers contain two of his let- 
ters, written 1 July 1746 and 30 May 1747. [ibid., 23: 
451., After the great fire in Boston, in 1700, Mack- 
erel Lane was Rig 2yge and named iilby Street, in honor 
of Christcphe who, that year while in New York, gave 
£266.13.04 “ay the sufferers from the fire. [Boston 
Rec. Comm. 2:100; 29:100.] In 1767 the firm of Messrs. 
Kilby anc Clark is named in the town records. [Ibid., 
20:240.] He had come back to New Englard after 1755, 
but in 1763 returned to England to make his home. 

We note that, in 17600, as of London but then resid- 
ing in New York, he conveyed Boston property with cil- 
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bert McAdam and wife Sarah, residing also in New York. 
On 7 Apr. 1769, Christopher was of Betchworth, Surrey. 
{Suffolk Deeds, 94:264; 117:124. His other deeds have 
been noted by the compiler: 57:26; 59:12); 91:71; 98: 
1173 10122573 1043143 11721233 1052593 111:49, 72.] 

Christopher Kilby of Tranquil-dale, Batchworth, co. 
Surrey, drew his will 5 Oct. 1771, proved 29 Oct. 1/771, 
and mentioned wife Martha and grandchildren; he left an 
immense estate and gave his only livin- child, Mrs. Sa- 
rah McAdams, one shillin: and no more. (Whitmore's 
Heraldic Journal, 1865, 2:48.] 

His widow, Martha, had to settle his Boston estate 
and we find she is mentioned in the deeds, as of Lon- 
don, 25 June 1774, and as formerly of Welbeck Street, 

9 Apr. 1785. [Suffolk Deeds, 126:274; 152:121; also 
see 126:22; 1543125; 159:134.] Also: 

Boston, 15 Dec. 1730, Jonathan Mason of Boston ad- 
mitted to act as the Agent of the estate of Martha Kil- 
by, late of London, Great Britain, decd., widow, with 
Jonathan Mason, Sr., and William Powell, both Bos- 
ton, as his sureties. [Suffolk Probate, 

Notes: Christopher kilb; is named in the Executive

Kilby ( John“, John‘), born in Boston, 
25 June 1711, baptised there in the Brattle Church, 1 
July 1711, died in Wethersfield, Conn., 28 Nov. 1788, 
aced 783; married in Brattle Church, Boston, 7 Apr.1733, 
Bathshebe Allen, who was buried in Wethersfield, 28 
Sept. 1753. 

According to the Rev. ‘silliam Cooper's interleaved 
Diary, Ebenezer Kilby was admitted to his (the Brattle) 
Church, 7 Jan. 1727/38. l[Resister, 31:51.) Ebenezer 
does not appear as a grantor or grantee in the Suffolk 
Deeds, nor is he mentioned in the Boston Rec. Comn. 
reports. fter the baptism of his third child in 1737, 
there is no further record of him in Boston, in any 
source covered, such as church records, the Archives, 
etc. Although no special research has been made on 
this family, and no attempt to identify his wife's par- 
entarce, it is entirely evident that Ebenezer is identi- 
cal with the Ebenezer hilby of wethersfield who was 
living there as early as July 1/38.

died in Maine or Canada]; married in said Church [not 
by Freter Thatcher of the New North Church, as stated in 
Sibley's Harvard Graduates], 1 Dec. 1726, Sarah Ellis, 
born in Boston, 15 Sept. 1707, died before 1745, daugh- 
ter of br. Robert and Elizabeth (Pemberton) Ellis, of a 
well-known medical family.

143-43; 71:00. Sarah's father, Dr. Robert Lllis, was a 
surgeon in 1710 on the Port Royal Expedition; and drew 
his will, as of Boston, 23 Feb. 1719, which was proved 
18 Apr. 1720.

Thomas entered Harvard, 6 July 1719, as we have seen 
in the account of his father, and obtained his first 
degree; and although not present, being in Maine, was 
accorded his Master's derree in 1726. He was celebrat- 
ed as a wit and poet, and there is an interesting ac- 
count of him in Sibley's Harvard Graduates, 7:193,which 
states that he becane a member of the Boston Episcopal 
Charity Society, 27 Dec. 1726, and an active member of 
St. John's Lodge of Masons, in Boston, 1744-5; that he 
went to Maine about 1738, where he drew such a humorous 
will that Peter Faneuil (to whom he gave his legs) ap- 
pointed him his representative at Canso. After the 
death of his wife and of her brother, Dr. Edward Ellis, 
Thomas Kilby had the care of his own two children, Mrs. 
»llis and her two children, as well as the children of 
her sister, so he moved the widow Haliburton and her 
larce family into the Fllis mansion in Boston to take 
care of the four families, and then took over his du- 
ties at Louisbourg. 

Ie left no recorded estate in Suffolk and has but 
one appearance in the deeds, this havin; to do with 
Ellis property:

AND GENEALOGICAL INTELLIGENCE 

Ancestral Roots of Sixty Colonists Who Came to New 
England between 1623 and 1050. By Frederick Lewis ‘eis, 
Th. D., Minister of the First Church of Christ in Lan- 
caster, Mass. Second edition. Lancaster, Mass., 195l. 
Cloth bound, 160 p. Indexed. $3.00. Order fron. author. 

The volume is attractively printed. Carrying many 
lines back to Alfred the Great, Charlemarne, Malcolm of 
Scotland, HKobert the Strong, and other dynasts, with 
much overlap,in., of ancestry and multiple descents, a 
perfect form ol arrangement is probably impossible to 
achieve. The arrangement adopted is satisfactory, but 
for ease in handling a little study of the system, with 
its numbering of lines and gencrations and cross-refer- 
ences, should be made. 

This is without question the best book of this type 
which has appeared in the United States. The works of 
Browning and of a number of his successors have been 
justly censured for uncritical acceptance of many poor 
authorities, and even von Redlich's book, though much 
superior to its predecessors, contains:far too many er- 
rors. The present volume gives evicence of wide and 
prolonged study, and the authorities cited are mostly 
of high standing. 

The arrangenent of lines will aid descendants of any 
of the families included to run back a number of des- 
cents from various rulinz and baronial families. The 
reviewer nas not, of course, checked all the lines siv- 
en; such labor of verification would require several 
weexs. However, he is familiar with a number of the 
included lines and knows that they rest on good author- 
ity. He is also impressed by the omission of several 
lines which have found acceptance in the past but fall 
short of the standards of modern nistorical scholarship. 

the ccntroversial romercy line is included (p. 109) 
but with a break between the father and allered grand- 
father of Lltweed romeroy and the statement that the 
line at tunis point "is not proven." The third volume of 
the Fomeroy Family contains a creat mass of records, 
and the present writer at one time plowed conscientious- 
ly through them, but without finding proof or evidence 
that John Fomeroy (generation 39 in the present pedi- 
cree) was the father of Eltweed Pomeroy's father Rich- 
ard. Neither did he find in the words of Kir. Hoppin, 
tie genealogist who collected the records, any direct 
cr unequivocal statement that such was the fact. There 
was indeed "creat arcument" in the words of the poet 
Omar, “about it and about," but after wading through it 
your reviewer, still in the words of Omar, “came out by 
the saie door where in he went"; namely, the door of 
complete scepticism.

Adams on the Adams family of Great Ees Harbor. This is 
an important contribution, and your reviewer (with a 
srile at his own expense) notes that certain suggestions 
he mace [ante, 27:131] with rerard to some of these 
Adams connections, "as a subject for further study," 
nad been anticipated in this recent article which he 
had not then seen.

& larger amount of historical research is done by 
genealosists, professional and amateur, than is done by 
all the historians, including teachers and students in 
all the colleges, in the country. Although no precise 
statistics are possible, this assertion is made with 
full confidence that its truth can be demonstrated. 

bespite this, genealogy has never been considered an 
academic subject. It is true, of course, that the dev- 
otees of genealosy are concerned lar ely with the minu- 
tiae of history, with the biorraphies and family con- 
nections of obscure irdividuals of the past. It is on- 
ly rarely that such searchers establish a descent from 
outstandins historical fissures. 

Nevertheless, a very large number of people are 
learning, thrcugh this interest, much about colonial 
and evolutionary history, about the "winning of the 
west," and about the ways of life in past centuries. 
Often the methods of research employed are crude, but 
many pass from the novice stage and learn to distin- 
guish good sources from poor, how to interpret the rec- 
ords of the past, the :ieaning of documentation. Some 
conquer the obstacles presented by the letter forms and 
abbreviations used in the earlier script. Others be- 
come interested in special phases of = j » such 
as the household furnishings and far juipment listed 
in inventories of 1650, 1700, or 1750. 

Hence, whether senealogy be considered an academic 
subject or not, the research continues, and throurh it 
many people are learning many things about early Ameri- 
can history. Surely it would be sensible to recornize 
genealogy as a branch of history—which it is. and if 
people can more easily set interested in the events of 
history by connecting their own obscure ancestors with 
those events, why not recognize and utilize this very 
human attitude? 

The American Uni ity did so in 1950 by offering 
a three-weeks' inte ified course in Genealogical Re- 
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search under the direction of Meredith B. Colket, Jr., 
of the National Archives, an accomplished genealogist. 
This was so well received, and met with such success, 
that the second Institute was offered in June 195l. 

it must be conceded that, regardless of interest and 
even entiusiasm, not all persons are endowed by nature 
with those aptitudes and qualities of mind which will 
enable them to take top rank among genealogists. But 
that is true of the study of any subject, whether it be 
music, accounting, or plumbing. It must also be con- 
ceded that three weeks of even the most intensified 
trainin will not make a proficient genealogist out of 
anycne. However, many of those taxkin;; such a course 
already have had some experience and have acquired some 
knowledge of the subject. In such a course they can 
learn a creat deal about sources and methods, they can 
be "started off on the right foot," and they can be 
warned of the pitfalls into which novices so often fall. 

in short, such a course, under such direction as 
that of lhir. Colket, has much to commend it. It is also 
(we may hope) an entering wedge, to get genealogy rec- 
ognized as an academic subject, and perhaps to lead to 
the establishment of longer, more detailed, courses of 
training.

Alt iough originally 
compiled for administrative pereere he Summary in 
its earlier editions has been avai lable in the search 
rocms of the Public Record Office for nearly forty 
years. American scholars may now consult this valuable 
reference work in the National Archives Library. 


Inited States Atlases A List of National, State, 


County, City, and Regional Atlases in the Libra ry of 
Congress. Compiled by Clara »fli LeGear, Division of 
Naps, The Library of Congress. Washington: Government 
Frinting Office, 1950. VIII, 445 pp. y2.25. 

In recent years the senealorist has come to recog- 
nize the special values of maps as aids to his investi- 
gations. renealosists who are puzzled by references in 
land records to minor place names can su; plement their 
knowledge by consulting maps of an earlier period. For 
contemporary maps often contain minor place names long 
since disused. Cenealogists can often ascertain from 
detailed maps the names of the land holders and the lo- 
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cation of their property. Occasionally they may find 
additional fenealorical data about an owner. 

ihe lack of guides, however, has often hindered the 
genealogist in the full location of map materials. in 
this publication the cenealogist now has a guide to the 
majority of those maps that have been compiled in vol- 
umes called atlases. sach entry cives the name of the 
compiler, the title of the atlas, the place and date of 
publication, the number of maps, and the size. lIiiss 
LeGear is aware of the potential genealorical interest 
of the materials described, for she states in her pref- 
ace: “To persons interested in local history, they 
provice essential information, and fenealogists find in 
them many clues to family relations." 

The first 32 pases list maps that deal with the Unit- 
ed States generally. Of special interest to the gene- 
alogist are entries under the subheadings "history" and 
"roads." The rest of the book is devoted to atlases of 
the States. A Tew of these are SSaSOULSD, such as Da- 
vid H. New York and 
of the Several Counties, but the freat majority are on 
a county or minor subdivision basis. To the cenealo- 
gist they are of the maximum value for the period 1825- 
1885. 

No entries appear for the States of North Carolina 
and New Wexico, but a large number of ccunties of many 
other States are well represented. 

This publication is limited to a listing of holdings 
of the Library of Congress, which has the largest hold- 
ings of any institution in the United States. There 
are unquestionably, however, many gaps in the Library 
of Congress collections. This is attributed partly to 
the fact that descendants of those whose names are 
listed in the atlases prize them so highly that they do 
not want to part with them. Iliss LeGear states that 
the Map Division is interested in securing atlases not 
included in the library's collection. It is understood 
that a supplement to this volume will appear as the Li- 
brary of Congress adds to its collections. it is hoped 
that someday a complete listing of all United States 
atlases can be attempted. 

Miss LeGear has made available to the senealorist a 
most useful suide in his work. The book is an es 
tial tool for him and for the local historian. it isa 
sine gua non to one studying nineteenth century migra- 
tions. —Meredith 8. Colket, Jr. 


the }anor of Fordham and its Founder. By Harry C. 
We felick New York: Fordham University Press (dis- 
tributed by Declan X. McMullen Co.), 1950. xxii, 
PP. 00. Illustrated and indexed. 
The Manor of Fordham came into existence by grant of 
evernie Lovelace on 13 November 1671 and ceased to 
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exist before 1764, by which year the Dutch Church of 
Manhattan, heir of Cornelis Steenwyck who held several 
mortgages given by Archer, had disposed of all the re- 
maining properties. Whether the author's contention 
that this was the earliest manor—those of Shelter Is- 
land and Pelham, both cranted in 1666, seem to antedate 
it—will be generally accepted, remains to be seen. The 
most interesting part of the story is the controversy 
between the Church and the Town of Westchester, which, 
according to Mr. Melick, encroached upon manorial lands 
but was in 1693 forced to acknowledge the weakness of 
its case. There is some sugrestion that the author, a 
retired attorney, is here representing the Church and 
the Archers as his clients, rather than attempting to 
get impartially at the truth, but it must be admitted 
that he bases his very strong case on the original doc- 
uments, chiefly those in the archives of the Collegiate 
Church of tne City of New York. 

The book is, of course, a splendid contribution to 
our knowledge of New York history in the period, and no 
one may henceforth dare to touch upon genealogical prob- 
lems involving the area without consulting it. Among 
the seven appendices are one on early Archers in Ameri- 
ca and another on John Archer's descendants to the year 
1800, a rather rudimentary form of a fuller genealogy 
now in preparation. 

From the point of view of the book-maker, this is a 
superb volume. The illustrations are adequate and the 
index is good. —George L. McCracken 


The sudden death of Philip Mack Smith of Washington, 
bD.C., in May 1951, was a blow not only to his relatives 
and personal friends but to the genealogical world and 
his many associates in that field. For many years he 
was a Contributins sditor of The American Genealosist 


and a number of his articles have appeared in this jour 
nal, some written in collaboration with his brother, 
Edward Church Smith. Books and articles uncer his own 
name were not numerous (he was co-author of The History 
of Wiiddlefield, lMass.), but many books and articles of 
others owe much to his searches in the National Ar- 
chives, the drudgery of abstracting pension records and 
of readin;: through the interminable lists of names which 
constitute the census records. These thankless tasks 
he carried on for many years in behalf of both amateur 
and professional «enealogists throughout the country. 
So great was the aemand for this routine type of ser- 
vice that his ability and perseverance in working out 
perplexing problems were less widely recofnized than 
they should have been. ovr. hobert hietcalf Smith writes 
of him: "No one in my experience was more kindly or 
helpful or selfless th my brother; and no one ever 
achieved sc much success with so many handicaps." 
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List of File Microcopies of the National Archives. 
Washington, 1950. (National Archives Fublication No. 
51-5.) 67 pp. Indexed. 

This useful publication supersedes a similar but 
less complete list published in 1947. The negative mi- 
crofilms are retained by the Archives, and positives 
may be obtained at cost. Libraries and individuals who 
own projection machines for running the films may thus 
obtain copies in this form of material which has been 
filmed, which is convenient to those living far from 
Washington, and helps to assure preservation of the 
material should any loss of originals occur. However, 
it must be understood that only a very small fraction 
of the documentary material has thus far been filmed. 

Of particular interest to genealogists are films of 
census records. These are not numerous except for the 
Fifth Census (1830), the records of which seem, at a 
hasty glance and without checking, to be nearly if not 
entirely complete. Seven central New York State coun- 
ties are also available of the Second Census (1800). 
State Libraries and others in the regions affected, the 
reviewer urges, would do well to secure the microfilms 
pertaining to their own territory. 

Another interesting croup of microfilms gives the 
special schedules of the Eleventh Census (1890) enumer- 
ating Union veterans and their widows, now complete for 
several states. 

May 1 digress to mention that the index includes the 
reference "Civil War" but not the "War between the 
States"? ‘this seems sensible. The latter term is longer 
and cumbrous, and we can see no reason for its use. In 
the 1860's and 1370's, northern writers often termed 
this terrible conflict the "War of the Rebellion," which 
besides being inaccurate is naturally objectionable to 
our southern brethren. ‘There should be no such objec- 
tion to the term "Civil War," nor is it inaccurate ex- 
cept in a highly technical sense. Althouzh the warring 
States had separate governments during the course of 
the War, they were members of the same country before 
the War and after its close, hence in a very real sense 
the conflict was a Civil War. 


Canadian Genealogical Bulletin. Quarterly, $1.00 a 
year.

Largely a query medium, with some notes, including 
death records from certain cemeteries, it should prove 
useful to those with Canadian ancestry and to those who 
are trying to trace branches of United States families 
which settled in Canada. The issue received contains 
sixteen pages. Queries up to 75 words are inserted 
free. A Morgan pedigree inquired for (Vol. 1, No. 4, 
p.- 3) would seem to be mythological, not historical.

Reasons are not stated until about 1763, and 
then they indicate that warnings were issued to people 
wiio were considered undesirable or lixely to become 
town charges. Since many of these entries relate to 
somewhat obscure individuals who, because of little or 
no property, seldom appear in record entries, the fol- 
lowins entries of this type should prove genealosically 
helpful.

This statement is found in a number of printed sources, 
and althourh the real facts were in possession of the 
compiler, in some way this older but inaccurate state- 
ment was followed when arranging the fsreat mass of col- 
lected data for publication. lirs. William C. Clark im- 
mediately called attention to the oversisht, sending 
abstracts of.records in proof. 

Briefly, these are the facts. Thomas Smith of Had- 
dam, Conn., in his will dated 22 Sept. 1674, gave his 
homelot and other land to "the wife of John Bailey, and 
to her children after her," with a number of leracies 
to others. None of the legatees was called a relative. 
the will was proved the same year, but for some reason 
the lands were not distributed until an order of the 
Court was obtained, 2 Jan. 1728/9, to divide them, ac- 
cording to the will, between: John Bayley; the heirs of 
Lydia Spencer, deceased; Elizabeth Clark; Benjariin Bay- 
ley; the heirs of Susannah Hubbard; Nathaniel Bayley; 
and Mary Cornwall; "Children of Lydia Bayley VLeceased."

The will of John Bailey, Sr., of Haddam, dated 17 
June 1696 (inventory taken 29 Aug. 1696), mentions eld- 
est son John; sons Benjamin and Nathaniel; daughter 
Lydia; daughters Susannah and Mary (unmarried); on the 
other side of paper, dated tiaddam 3 July 1696,is men- 
tion of daughter Elizabeth Clark's son Thomas Clark.
